~ CHANGES IN EUROPE 


Have Beer) Many and Important Dur 
i Ing Past Century 


The changes in Europe since 1801 
show some remarkable reversals in 
States and politics. The Europe of 
1801 counted 175 million inhabitants; 


its population to-day exceeds 438 mil- 
lious. The population of France, 
wich ran to over thirty-three mil- 
lions, exceeded then in number, co- 
hc sion and living strength that of any 
nution except Russia, which, however, 
ecunted only tnirty-six millions. The 
population of the British Isles was 
only sixteen millions, not quite half 
that of France. The German Empire, 
counting {ts three hundred States, 

often at war with one anotner, had in 
all only uventy-five million of people. 
Italy was only a “geographical ex- 
prossion” at that time, but the wholo 
peninsula in ten duchles comprised 

only seventeen million people. Aus- 
trla and Hungary together numbered 
only twenty-five millions. Outside of ; 
Kruope at that time the world was 
elthor a desert or unknown.—London 
Spectator,

She’ exported -to the Unit- 
ed States. during the same. period 
1,409 dozen eggs, valued at $328, 
The Liberal: party claimed that 
reciprocity would increase ‘the con- 
sumption of Canadian cheese. in the 
United States. The facts show that 
ifor the period of four months men- 
jtioned above -we’imported. from. the 
United States 110,068 Ibs. of cheese, 


valued at $21,357, on which the 
duty of $3,302 was paid. For the 
same period we exported to the 


{United States 11,089 lbs. of cheese, 
valued at $2,134. 


With regard to butter, we import- 
ed 83,882 lbs., Valued at $23,349, on 
which $3,335 duty was paid; and 
we exported about the same quan- 
-tity. 4 

The farmers of Canada wero told 
that once the tariff? barriers were re- 
moved, and reciprocity came _ into 
effect, there would be an unlimited 
market to the south for Canadian 
produce. What are the facts? We 
exported for the four months 266,- 
248 bushels’ of potatoes, valued at 
‘$46,316. We imported from the Unit- 
ed States 283,027 bushels of pota- 
toes, value” ot $247,259, on which 
$56,605. was paid; so even 
with the auty against the American 
potatoes we imported nearly three 
times as many potatoes during the 
past four montlis as we exported to 
the United States. 

The man who raises poulté, on 
his farm has not much to hope for 
with reciprocity, as our exports to 
the United States, for the four 
months, of live-poultry, were $6,726, 
and of dressed poultry, $47; while, 
during the same period, we import- 
ed from the United States $77,085 
worth of poultry, on which the duty 
of $15,417 was paid. 

Then there’ is the question of 
wheat, and the great market ;to the 
south which was promised the Cana- 
dian wheat grower by reciprocity. 
What are the. facts? In the four | 
months we imported fromhe United 
States 41,722 bushels of wheat, 
valued at $38,601, on which the 
duty of $5,000 was paid. Surely, 
with a surplus of wheat in the 
Canadian West, it is hardly neces- 
sary to import 41,000 bushels’ in 
the four months from the great 
market to the south. 

We imported fresh _tomatoes to 
the extent of 183,028 bushels, valued 
at $335,805, on which the duty. of 
$100;741 was paid, and the statistics 
fail to show that we exported to the 
United States one tomato. There 
is, therefore, a great future in reci- 


‘{procity: for the tomato growers of 
Canada. Pee 
Then-take the item of. heans. We 


imported from the United States 
for the four months 13,134 bushels, 
valued at $31,532, on which $3, 382 


jduty was paid. We exported to the-|; 
‘United States 


1,392 bushels 
beans, valued at $3,644. 

Of oatmeal and rolled oats, we im- 
ported 2,145 Ibs., valued at $114, 
and we exported to the United States 
the magnificent quantity of 1 barre 
of oatmeal, valued at ‘$5. and of 
meal of other kinds we exported to 
the United States 3 barrels, valued 
at $11. Surely there is room here 
for that wider market. 

We also imported from the United 


of 


States during the four months 
$104,320 worth of hay, on which 
$13,884 duty was collected. We 


also imported 50,000 bushels of oats 
during the four months. 

These facts and figures are inter- 
esting in that they prove that the 
claim for wider markets is not sup- 
ported by the real conditions, as 
they exist, and show that the home 
market of Canada is increasing so 
rapidly that the farmer will not be 
led away by specious arguments con- 
crning wider markets to the south, 
when he has a market right at his 
doors in his own land which will buy 


all he can produce in the way of 
dairy products, vegetables, ete.

Edmonton, Alta., Sept. 30.—Nat- 


piped from the Vegreville 
can he 
delivered to consumers in Edmonton 
at. nine cents a thousand cubic fect, 
according to F. G. Clapp and L. G. 
Huntley, gas experts of Pittsburg, 
who have submitted an exhaustive 
report to the municipality. The town 
of Vegreville already has 330,006 cub- 
y feet daily available. The experts 
iso visited several other districts, 
including Pelican Falls, Wetaskiwin, 
Morinville, Tofield, Athabasea, all 
of which are reported to — possess 
merit.

is led to employ the time ; they are 
not empty and ready to be led into 
mischief, 

I know one little miss who spends 
[hours going through all the work of 
ipreparing an elaborate meal’ with 
sand,:a few dishes and spoons, As 
each amount of sand is added, she 
says, this is the. salt, this is the 
‘sugar, etc. 

Employment, constant ‘ aueetion, 
work and exercise keep the’ body 
healthy. The mind is kept.healthy; 
as the child grows older: cby whole-’ 
some reading, recreation’ “and amuse- 
ment. 

Imagination is sivonw in a. child. 
There is a time in the child’s life 
when the real and imaginary are 
confused. A little examination will 
Imake things clearer for the child. 
;Have the. child repeat after a fact 
has been stated by them, “That is 
true’; after an imaginary statement 
“That is only make believe.’’ ae 
jhelps to clear the mind. Truth” 
easier formed into a habit, if there 
is no fear of any unpleasantness to 
them by the truth being told. 

While we see and know all, many 
things must be overlooked. To see 
the important things, and push aside 
without worry the unending’ tritles, 
is true wisdom. 

If by any means a child’s confi- 
dence in mother ’has been _ shaken, 
the greatest mishap has befallen the 
child that could be possible. All 
children are born with confidence. It 
is lost by a thoughtless act or word 
of mother. Children’s secrets should 


never be broken. If  circum- 
be sacredly held. Mother’s promise 
stances prevent, an explanation 


should be given, and we learn 
make less promises. 

Suggestion to the child’s mind is a 
powerful factor in character build- 
ing. Tf a child has been rough and 
cruel, after a little talk, have the 
child repeat, ‘‘I will be kind and 
loving.’’ No need of multiplying in- 
stances. \ 

All the time a child is learning 
self-control, but in some way or 
other the child will find out, ‘I 
can make myself do what I want to 
do.’’ Then the word, self-control, is 
given to the child, and . mother’s 
watchword hereafter is self-control. 
How easy to ‘then lead the child to 
He Powerful, when self-control is 
har 

Moderation in eating, drinking and 
sleeping is very essential. Whole- 
some food, hard bed, getting up as 
soon as awake, going to sleep as 
soon as_in bed, fresh air in the .bed- 
room, helps to prevent evil desires. 

Unselfishness fostered leads the 
child to think of others instead of 
self, and a beautiful character built 
up.

“I would not bo doing my duty to 
the people who:'sent me here,’’ said 
Mr. Patterson, “if I did not rise and 
protest against’. this ‘legislation. 
This measure before us, and all the 
reliable information before ‘us, tends 
simply to show that we are asked 
to revive the Alberta and Great 
Waterways in the identical form in 
which it was first conceived, 4 form 
which was generally admitted to be 
the worst piece of legislation ever 
brought into the House. How can 
we then conscientiously support this 
bill without a fragment of sound 
evidence that the whole business will 
not be handed back to the original 
charter holders ; and it never was a 
question of who should profit 
through this outrageous contract. 

“Tt makes no difference whether it 
is Clarke or MgArthur. The point is 
that the whole business. is opposed to 
the best interests of Alberta; that 
it means a direct sacrifice of mil- 
lions of dollars and should not be! 
countenanced under any circumstanc- | 
es, no matter who the beneficiaries ‘ 
may be. 

“We are asked,’’ concluded Mr. 
Patterson, ‘‘to place everything in 
the hands of the premier; I would 
say that we did that on a_ former 
occasion and the result was terrible 
loss. We must. be pardoned now if 
we insist on judging the methods of 
this whole case for ourselves.” 


HILLOCKS OBJECTS. 


Mr. Hillocks took exception to the 
charge that the opposition was ob- 
structing because the members knew 


that the road was to be built immei 
diately ; he emphasized the point 
lthat the opposition was fully in 
favor of its construction immediate- ' 
ily but in a manner most favorable 
to the province. The need of trans-
